In reply to the Office Action mailed January 10, 2005, reconsideration of the above- 
identified application is respectfully requested. 

Applicants appreciate the courtesies extended to Applicants' representative during the 
March 1 7 personal interview. The substance of the discussions held are incorporated into the 
following remarks, and constitute Applicants 1 record of the interview. 

Claims 1-8 are pending. The Office Action rejects claims 1-8 under 35 U.S.C. 
§102(e) over U.S. Patent No. 6,621,554 to Ayash et al. This rejection is respectfully 
traversed. 

Applicants respectfully disagrees Office Action's assertion that Ayash discloses 
primary and secondary airflow chambers located downstream of a main airflow chamber, a 
wall dividing the primary airflow chamber from the secondary airflow chamber, as in 
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independent claim 1 and providing a main airflow plenum chamber, a primary airflow plenum 
and a secondary airflow plenum chamber and providing a wall dividing the primary airflow 
plenum chamber from the secondary airflow chamber as in independent claim 7. Instead, 
Applicants believe that Fig. 3 of Ayash shows a single chamber. 

In view of the foregoing, it is respectfully submitted that this application is in 
condition for allowance. Favorable reconsideration and prompt allowance are earnestly 
solicited.
